To  The  Minister  of  Health,  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Long  Eaton  U.D.C. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  this  my  fourteenth  Annual  Report. 

Taking  care  of  yourself  means  taking  care  of  the  family;  if  you  are 
ill  you  cannot  help  them  so  take  no  chances  with  your  health.  This 
message  is  addressed  to  all  the  women  of  Long  Eaton.  During  the 
course  of  one  year,  2,500  women  die  of  Cancer  of  the  neck  of  the  womb 
in  Great  Britain.  Unfortunately  Long  Eaton  also  had  its  quota  of 
deaths  in  1968  due  to  this  condition. 

One  of  the  biggest  advances  in  gynaecology  has  been  the  Cervical 
Cancer  Smear  Test.  This  has  resulted  in  many  thousands  of  appar¬ 
ently  healthy  women  coming  to  have  the  Smear  Test  taken;  quite 
painlessly;  from  the  neck  of  the  womb,  to  see  whether  there  is  any 
pre-cancerous  condition  present.  This  has  resulted  in  the  treatment 
of  many  non-malignant  conditions,  which  have  been  detected  and  need 
treatment.  About  three  out  of  every  one  thousand. 

When  women  so  examined  have  pre-cancerous  changes  diagnosed 
they  can  be  treated  before  they  reach  stages  that  are  dangerous  to  lite. 
Some  have  a  true  cancer  diagnosed  in  its  curable  stage. 

Routine  Smear  Tests  are  recommended  to  all  women  over  23 
years  of  age,  and  should  be  repeated  every  two  and  a  half  years.  This 
TEST  is  available  at  the  New  County  Clinic,  Midland  Street,  Long 
Eaton.  Telephone  Long  Eaton  66323,  and  ask  for  an  appointment. 
Discuss  the  matter  first  with  your  General  Practitioner  and  obtain 
his  approval.  All  results  of  the  test  are  communicated  to  him  and  all 
treatment  is  carried  out  through  your  own  doctor. 


It  is  no  longer  necessary  lor  women  ot  Long  Luton  to  die  from 
tins  condition  it  advantage  is  taken  ol  the  preventative  (.  ervical  Smear 
Test  now. 

Cancer  of  the  Breast  is  a  common  illness  and  its  results  are  often 
tragic,  but  what  is  not  generally  appreciated  is  that  the  vast  majority 
of  cases  could  be  cured  if  caught  early  enough.  The  public  has  not 
yet  been  educated  to  realise  that  the  only  way  to  catch  breast  cancer 
earlv  is  for  each  woman  to  examine  her  own  breasts  quite  briefly 
every  couple  ot  weeks  or  so.  This  can  readily  be  done  by  running  the 
flat  of  the  hand  over  the  bosom.  Any  lumps  present  should  be  reported 
to  vour  own  doctor  next  dav  and  il  it  is  necessary  he  will  arrange 
for  an  examination  by  a  surgeon. 

Although  mam  breast  lumps  are  not  cancerous,  the  procedure 
described  should  be  followed  whenever  a  lump  is  found.  The  surgeon 
can,  by  a  simple  and  painless  test,  ensure  whether  the  trouble  is 
cancer  or  not. 

It  cannot  be  emphasised  too  strongly  that  many  unfortunate 
women  find  lumps  in  the  breast  and  hide  them  away  from  fear.  Never 
do  this  -  see  your  doctor  or  surgeon  right  away  or  call  at  the  County 
Clinic,  Midland  Street,  Long  Eaton,  tor  advice  and  assistance.  The 
Health  Visitors  are  all  in  close  contact  with  the  General  Practitioners 
of  the  town,  working  with  them,  and  will  render  expert  advice  and  help. 

The  services  available  at  the  County  Clinic  are  given  in  the  form 
of  a  table  on  page  20. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  on  the  work  of  the  Workshop  for  the 
Elderly  Centre,  established  in  the  Library  grounds.  Since  this  Centre 
began,  it  has  had  to  overcome  many  difficulties  with  regard  to  obtaining 
the  interest  of  the  elderly  for  whom  it  was  designed,  of  obtaining 
suitable  work  from  Industry  in  the  town  and  endeavouring  to  meet 
those  inevitable  financial  committments  arising  out  of  such  a  venture. 
A  report  on  the  work  carried  out  at  the  Centre,  during  last  year,  is 
included  in  the  body  of  the  report.  It  is  refreshing  to  be  able  to  record 
that  Industrialists  of  the  town  appear  to  have  found  a  suitable  niche 
for  this  worthwhile  project  giving  much  pleasure,  part-time  employ¬ 
ment  and  fellowship  to  the  elderly  ol  the  town. 

At  the  present  time,  both  morning  and  afternoon  sessions  are  held 
at  the  Centre,  and  any  elderly  retired  person  interested  in  the  morning 
session,  should  obtain  the  appropriate  application  form  from  the  Clerk 
to  the  Council,  Mr.  G.  F.  Clegg. 

Anyone  having  work  which  they  think  the  Centre  could  undertake 
should  contact  the  Supervisor,  Mrs.  Wood,  telephone  Long  Eaton 
4207.  The  Support  continues  of  all  voluntary  bodies  in  the  town, 
including  the  Rotary  Club,  Inner  Wheel,  Soroptimists,  etc.,  not 
forgetting  the  keen  enthusiasm  ol  the  Executive  Committee  under  the 
able  chairmanship  of  Mr.  W.  Wilcox  and  the  secretary,  Mr.  G.  F. 
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During  the  year  “Life  Line”  continued  to  help  the  elderly  citizens 
in  their  homes,  by  visiting  and  carrying  out  such  help  as  shopping, 
changing  library  books,  friendly  and  social  visiting,  with  particular 
reference  to  the  home-bound  and  handicapped.  These  tasks  are 
undertaken  by  the  younger  citizens  of  the  town  and  it  must  surely  be  a 
source  of  great  encouragement  to  the  town  to  know  its  young  people 
are  prepared  to  make  this  their  contribution  to  the  welfare  of  the 
elderly  citizens.  The  thanks  of  the  town  are  due  to  these  enthusiastic 
and  willing  younger  citizens  and  to  those  who  saw  the  need  and 
created  the  Organisation.  A  report  of  their  work  is  included  in  the 
body  of  the  Annual  Report. 

As  this  report  goes  to  press  I  must  report  the  sad  death  of  Councillor 
George  Twells,  a  founder  member  of  this  Organisation.  The  town  has 
indeed  suffered  a  great  loss,  and  our  sympathy  and  understanding 
goes  out  to  his  wife  and  family.  We  are  grateful  for  all  his  efforts  on 
behalf  of  the  citizens  of  this  town,  for  whom  he  worked  so  conscien¬ 
tiously  and  who  were  so  dear  to  his  heart.  A  wonderful  inspiration  to  all. 

The  Council  owns  2,317  houses,  including  nine  Group  Schemes 
for  the  elderly,  one  being  situated  at  Chantry  Close,  under  the  able 
wardenship  of  Mrs.  R.  Frith.  With  this  scheme  there  is  also  a  common 
room  and  community  facilities  are  available  for  the  residents.  The 
other  group  schemes  are  situated  on  the  Draycott  Road  (3),  Southfield, 
Petersham  Estate  (2),  Bonsall  Court  and  Romorantin  Place.  Mrs.  L. 
Clack,  Mrs.  E.  Fletcher,  Miss  M.  Turner,  Miss  E.  Glazebrook,  Mrs.  M. 
Hardy,  Mrs.  H.  Ramshall,  Mrs,  I.  Pinson  and  Mrs.  E.  Grundy  under¬ 
take  the  work  of  wardens.  There  are  no  community  facilities  available 
with  these  schemes  and  the  old  people  in  the  vicinity  of  Sawley  are 
expected  to  use  the  amenities  available  at  the  Community  Hall.  In 
addition,  bungalows  have  been  erected  in  groups  on  other  estates. 

There  is  a  lounge  provided  for  the  residents  at  Romorantin  Place. 

My  grateful  thanks  go  to  all  the  Council’s  Wardens  for  the  way 
they  carry  out  their  work  with  the  elderly.  It  is  certainly  a  labour  of 
love,  as  the  post  is  only  rated  as  a  part-time  appointment  and  paid 
accordingly. 

The  Council  continues  to  erect  bungalows  but  even  then,  the  time 
an  old  person  can  expect  to  wait  is  nearly  six  years. 

During  the  year  9  council  dwellings  were  erected  compared  with 
39  for  the  previous  year.  Over  the  same  period,  private  enterprise 
erected  197  compared  with  180  the  year  before.  It  should  be  noted 
that  the  Council  accommodation  now  provided  is  very  different  to 
that  of  the  recent  past.  Central  heating  is  provided  at  Kirkwhite 
House,  Bonsall  Court,  Romorantin  Place,  Petersham  Court,  Ennerdale 
Court  and  Erewash  Court.  The  amenities  of  such  accommodation  is  a 
far  cry  from  dwellings  erected  prior  to  1939.  In  addition,  private 
housing  has  the  opportunity  of  providing  amenities  such  as  hot  water 
supply,  inside  W.C.,  bathroom,  kitchen  and  food  storage  facilities  by 
improvement  grants,  which  are  available  from  this  Council.  Here  is 
something  of  advantage  to  tenant  and  landlord.

New  extensions  to  the  Sewage  Works  at  I  oton,  in  co-operation 
with  Bceston  and  Stapleford  l  D.C.  were  planned  and  approved 
at  an  estimated  cost  of  one  million  pounds.  1’his  scheme  is  now  almost 
completed. 

The  health  of  the  town,  as  shown  by  medical  statistics,  remained 
at  a  high  level,  the  number  of  notifications  ot  infectious  diseases  being 
179.  The  birth  rate  was  20-71  per  1,000  of  the  population  and  the 
crude  death  rate  was  11-04  per  1,000  of  the  population.  There  were 
no  maternal  deaths  and  the  infant  mortality  rate  was  14-54  per  1,000 
live  births. 

No  case  of  diphtheria  has  occurred  in  the  town  for  21  years  and 
there  have  been  no  deaths  from  this  condition  for  25  years. 

Poliomyelitis  vaccination  continued  apace  throughout  the  year 
and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  oral  vaccine  is  now  accepted  through¬ 
out  the  town  bv  all  general  practitioners  and  members  ot  the  public. 

The  B.C.G.  Vaccination  programme  in  Senior  Schools  has 
continued  with  the  full  co-operation  of  the  head-teachers  and  staff, 
and  below  are  given  the  acceptance  rates  for  the  various  schools,  along 
with  the  comparable  figures  for  1967.

My  thanks  are  due  to  all  head-teachers  and  their  staffs  in  the 
town,  also  Health  Visitors,  Miss  P.  V  .  Leek,  Mrs.  M.  Lewis,  Miss  R. 
Coleman,  Mrs.  R.  Collins,  Mrs.  A.  Khagure  and  Miss  Lynch. 

I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  dental 
practitioners  in  Long  Eaton  for  their  continuing  co-operation  and 
assistance  in  operating  arrangements  for  Emergency  Dental  Treatment 
of  school  children. 

The  good  work  carried  out  by  the  Long  Eaton  Chest  Clinic 
continues  under  the  leadership  of  the  Consultant  Chest  Physician, 
Dr.  H.  Morrow-Brown  with  the  assistance  of  the  Health  Visitors. 

Dr.  Morris,  Consultant  Psychiatrist  and  his  colleagues  from  the 
Kingsway  Hospital,  man  the  Psychiatric  Clinic  which  is  held  in  the 
Old  Hall  Grounds.  Both  these  valuable  hospital  out-patient  services 
will  be  available  in  the  new  Civic  Centre. 

The  work  of  the  Home  Safety  Committee  continued  under  the 
able  leadership  of  its  Chairman,  Councillor  G.  Twells.  A  Water  Safety 
Exhibition  was  also  held  in  the  Stevenson  Gallery  which  proved  a 
great  success.  All  the  schools  in  the  town  played  an  active  part  sending 
parties  to  the  Exhibition,  which  included  displays  from  the  County 
Eire  Brigade,  Royal  Lifeboat  Institution,  Nottingham  and  District 
Water  Safety  Committee,  Countv  School  Health  Service  and  the 
County  Health  Educational  Home  Safety  Department. 
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One  outstanding  feature  was  the  excellent  demonstration  of 
artificial  resuscitation  including  artificial  respiration  and  cardiac  mas¬ 
sage  given  hv  the  St.  John  Ambulance  brigade  under  the  guidance  of 
Mr.  Boswell.  This  practical  demonstration  was  further  supported  by  a 
Loop  Film  on  artificial  respiration  which  ran  continuously  as  long  as 
the  exhibition  was  open. 

A  report  on  the  Long  Eaton  Sick  Nursing  Association,  now  called 
the  Long  Eaton  Physiotherapy  Centre,  has  been  received  from  Miss 
M.  M.  Adkin,  and  is  included  in  the  body  of  the  report. 

At  this  Centre,  modern  equipment  is  available  for  the  provision 
of  physiotherapy,  exercises,  massage,  ultra-violet  light  and  infra-red 
and  radiant  heat  treatments,  wax  bath,  etc.,  all  under  the  direction  of 
an  experienced  and  qualified  physiotherapist,  Mr.  Farmer,  late  of 
Nottingham  General  Hospital. 

The  help  of  this  voluntary  body  is  of  untold  assistance  to  the 
citizens  of  Long  Eaton  and  District,  since  it  means  that  the  appropriate 
treatment  is  obtainable  locally,  instead  of  having  to  travel  to  either 
Nottingham  or  Derby;  with  consequent  saving  of  time  and  money  on 
the  services  involved.  Appropriate  treatment  is  given  at  a  nominal 
charge  (4s.  Od.)  to  patients  referred  by  the  family  doctor.  This  service 
is  a  great  boon  to  the  Town. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  P.  A.  Missen,  Principal  of  the  Derby¬ 
shire  College  of  Agriculture,  Broomfield  Hall,  Morley,  for  making 
available  the  full  meteorological  information  for  1968. 

It  is  a  pleasure  for  me  to  express  my  thanks  and  appreciation  to  my 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  A.  A.  \\  ild,  m.a.p.ii.i.,  a.m.inst.p.c., 
and  all  members  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  loyal  and  efficient 
co-operation  which  has  made  work  such  a  pleasure. 

My  grateful  thanks  are  due  to  Dr.  J.  B.  S.  Morgan,  the  County 
Medical  Officer,  and  his  staff  for  their  assistance  throughout  the  year. 
To  Mr.  G.  F.  C'legg,  Clerk  of  the  Council,  Mr.  F.  Turner,  Engineer 
and  Surveyor,  Mr.  B.  Conquest,  Treasurer,  and  Mr.  C.  G.  Browne, 
Librarian,  for  their  unfailing  help  and  assistance  throughout  the  year.

ANNUAL  REPORT 


November  1967  to  October  1968 


1'he  Committee  again  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Report  and 
Accounts  for  the  year  ended  31st  October,  1968. 

W  ith  the  appointment  of  Mr.  I),  hi.  farmer  as  Physiotherapist 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  work  at  the  Centre  is  now  progressing 
happily  and  satisfactorily  and  the  difficulties  experienced  over  the  last 
two  years  are  practically  overcome. 

During  the  year  we  gave  5,344  treatments  of  varying  kinds 
including  Diathermy,  Wax  Bath,  Radiant  Heat,  Sunrav  and  remedial 
exercises.  At  the  end  of  the  year  we  had  144  patients  on  our  books. 

On  the  financial  side  our  Income  has  shown  an  increase  of 
£46  Os.  Od.  but  we  have  also  had  an  inevitable  increase  in  expenditure. 
Whilst  at  the  end  of  our  financial  year  we  have  an  excess  of  expenditure 
over  income  of  £196,  this  is  considerably  lower  than  that  in  1967. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  Association  sustained  a  heavy 
loss  in  the  death  of  Mr.  E.  W.  Roper,  J.P.,  a  Vice  President  of  the 
Association  for  some  years,  and  a  founder  member  of  the  Long  Eaton 
Sick  Nursing  Association.  The  committee  would  like  to  record  their 
deepest  appreciation  of  the  untiring  service  Mr.  Roper  rendered  to  the 
Association  during  his  years  of  office.  His  passing  is  a  deep  personal 
loss  to  us  all. 

W  e  are  indebted  to  many  friends  of  the  Association  for  the  splendid 
help  and  special  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  Centre. 

To  the  Sawley  Ladies  Conservative  Club  for  the  gift  of  bed  linen. 
To  the  members  of  the  Rotary  Club  of  Long  Eaton  and  the  ladies  of  the 
Inner  Wheel;  the  Long  Eaton  Round  Fable  and  the  members  of  the 
Ladies  Circle;  to  the  members  ol  the  Soroptimist  Club  and  the  Towns- 
women's  Guild;  the  Long  Eaton  Co-operative  Society,  and  all  members 
of  the  public  and  other  interested  firms  and  organisations  in  the  town. 

We  do  say  a  big  thank  you  and  assure  them  that  we  very  much  appreci¬ 
ate  their  practical  interest  and  continuous  support. 
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We  feel  a  special  mention  must  he  made  of  the  help  given  by  the 
young  people  of  the  Long  Eaton  County  Youth  Centre.  It  is  refreshing 
to  note  the  practical  way  the  young  people  of  the  town  are  showing 
their  interest  and  concern  for  the  welfare  of  its  citizens. 

Although  the  Physiotherapy  Centre  does  not  come  under  the 
National  Health  Act,  therefore  not  receiving  any  assistance  from  the 
Government,  and  is  dependent  almost  solely  on  the  good  will  and  help 
from  the  public  and  organisations  in  the  town,  we  are  fortunate  in 
having  the  active  and  sympathetic  support  of  the  Chairman  of  the 
Council  as  our  President,  and  the  members  of  the  Long  Eaton  Urban 
District  Council,  to  whom  we  are  particularly  indebted  and  most 
grateful. 

The  importance  of  our  receiving  a  steady  flow  of  donations  and 
subscriptions  for  future  administration  at  the  Centre  cannot  be  over 
emphasised  and  we  do  therefore  once  again  appeal  for  the  active 
interest  and  assistance  from  everyone  who  has  the  welfare  of  the 
patients  and  the  Centre  at  heart. 

The  committee  once  more  offers  its  grateful  thanks  to  our  Staff 
at  the  Centre  and  appreciation  to  all  who  have  helped  in  any  way  this 
year  to  tide  us  over  our  difficulties  and  so  enable  us  to  look  forward 
with  renewed  confidence  to  1969.

REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDED 
31st  DECEMBER,  1968 

During  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1968,  work  to  the  total 
value  of  £1,350  was  carried  out  at  the  Occupational  Centre  by  a  total 
of  24  members,  12  working  on  the  morning  shift,  and  12  on  the  after¬ 
noon,  shifts  being  of  3  hours  duration  on  five  days  per  week. 

Renumeration  was  increased  to  4/6d.  per  shift  during  the  year 
and  the  value  of  work  done  during  the  year  was  approximately  equiva¬ 
lent  to  the  amount  expended  on  this  remuneration,  plus  the  supervisor’s 
salary  of  £5  per  week.  A  flag  day  realised  £110,  but  the  income  from 
donations  fell.  Nevertheless,  there  was  a  sufficient  working  balance  at 
all  times  to  avoid  any  bank  overdraft.  The  Centre  was  working  to 
capacity  so  far  as  the  available  accommodation  was  concerned,  in  view 
of  the  bulky  nature  of  much  of  the  work.  There  were  very  few  changes 
in  personnel  during  the  year,  and  no  member  who  had  joined  had 
left  for  reasons  other  than  ill  health.  Social  events  during  the  year, 
with  W.Y.S.  assistance,  comprised  a  theatre  outing  and  a  Christmas 
dinner. 
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/  am  indebted  to  Councillor  I).  R.  Ashmore  for  the  following 
information  regarding 


“LIFELINE” 

This  organisation,  formed  with  the  idea  of  young  people  helping 
the  elderly,  entered  its  second  year  with  a  certain  sense  of  achievement 
and  a  much  wider  knowledge  of  the  type  of  help  needed  by  the  elder 
citizen  of  today. 

The  first  year  of  “Lifeline”  was  one  of  ‘trial  and  error’  and  now 
a  settling  down  period  is  envisaged. 

Most  of  the  jobs  carried  out  by  the  youngsters  are  what  is  known 
as  ‘one-off  jobs’,  tidying  and  digging  gardens,  painting  and  decorating, 
preparing  the  house  of  an  old  person  coming  out  of  hospital,  etc. 
Several  young  people  made  contacts  of  housebound  residents  and  at 
least  forty  of  these  are  receiving  regular  visits  from  ‘Lifeline.’ 

During  the  year,  two  ‘blanket’  coverages  were  made  in  selected 
areas,  College  Street  and  Lower  Brook  Street.  Young  people  under  the 
supervision  of  adults  called  at  many,  many  houses  and  the  results  were 
encouraging  and  now  several  old  people  receive  calls  from  ‘Lifeline’ 
and  ‘Meals-on- Wheels’  in  this  area. 

‘Lifeline’  Committee  now  regularly  receive  advice  from  a  Con¬ 
sultant  Psychiatrist  and  the  Local  Welfare  Officers. 

Mention  in  this  report  must  be  made  of  the  boys  of  Trent  College 
who  have  helped  out  in  many  ways — digging  gardens,  painting,  etc. 
and  Mr.  A.  J.  Maltby  and  Mr.  J.  R.  Sayers  who  have  been  most  helpful 
in  placing  the  boys  at  the  disposal  of  ‘Lifeline’. 

Special  mention  must  also  be  made  ol  Mrs.  McRobie  and  Mrs. 
Shaw  who  have  taken  over  the  Secretary’s  duties  in  the  Sawley  Ward, 
both  of  whom  have  done  valuable  work  in  this  area  in  the  past  few 
months. 

During  the  year,  the  Chairman  of  ‘Lifeline’,  Mr.  I).  Adams  and 
the  Vice-President  and  Co-founder,  Councillor  I).  R.  Ashmore, 
visited  Sherwood  Hospital  and  the  Long  Eaton  Branch  of  Toe  H  to 
talk  about  the  work  of  ‘Lifeline’.

REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDED 
31st  MARCH,  1969 


1.  Committee.  The  Committee  consists  of  39  members  represen¬ 
ting  various  organisations,  including  the  Long  Eaton  U.D.C.,  Divisional 
Education  Executive,  Police,  School  Teachers,  Chamber  of  Trade, 
Trades  Council,  Barton  Transport,  Pre-school  Play  Group,  Motorists, 
Cyclists,  Old  Age  Pensioners,  Invalid  and  Handicapped,  Townswomens 
Guild,  Co-operative  Womens  Guild,  Toe  H,  Roosevelt  Club,  British 
Red  Cross,  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade,  Junior  Accident  Prevention 
Council,  Sawley  Tenants  Association,  Sawley  Community  Association, 
the  Press,  the  Roval  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Accidents,  the 
County  Road  Safety  Organiser,  and  independent  members  interested 
in  road  safety. 

The  Committee  suffered  a  sad  loss  by  the  death  of  Mr.  Eric  Sabin, 
who  had  been  a  member  for  13  years.  New  members  welcomed  during 
the  year  were  Chief  Inspector  E.  Foxon  in  place  of  C./I.  F.  Troughton 
who  was  transferred  to  Matlock,  Mr.  R.  Cox  (Friendly,  Invalid  & 
Handicapped  Group)  in  place  of  Mr.  Howe,  Mr.  W.  Newhouse  (Head 
Teachers  Association)  in  place  of  Mr.  W.  Cresswell,  P/c.  T.  Lowe, 
Mrs.  P.  Peebles  (Pre-School  Play  Group)  and  Mrs.  B.  Maltby  (British 
Red  Cross).  Sgt.  I.  Parker  was  transferred  on  his  promotion  to  Inspec¬ 
tor  and  the  Committee  recorded  their  appreciation  of  his  services 
over  a  long  period. 

During  the  year,  Major  D.  W.  Carter,  the  Regional  Organiser 
for  R.O.S.P.A.,  was  transferred  to  Headquarters  in  London  on 
promotion,  and  the  Committee  were  pleased  to  learn  that  Major 
L.  J.  G.  Boot  had  been  promoted  to  the  position  of  Regional  Organiser. 

2.  Meetings.  The  Committee  decided  at  the  Annual  Meeting  to 
meet  bi-monthly  instead  of  monthly.  There  have  been  6  meetings  and 
the  average  attendance  was  20. 

3.  Chairmanship.  Mr.  C.  W.  Shreeve  submitted  his  resignation 
as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  his  leaving  the  district  for  a  new 
appointment  in  Yorkshire,  and  a  presentation  of  a  framed  certificate 
was  made  to  him  in  recognition  of  his  13  years  membership  of  the 
Committee  and  its  Chairman  for  two  years. 

Mr.  G.  L.  Scott  was  appointed  Chairman  of  the  Committee  and 
has  proved  an  admirable  successor  to  Mr.  Shreeve.  Mr.  Scott  suffered 
a  period  of  illness  during  the  early  part  of  the  year,  and  on  the  3rd 
May  was  taken  to  hospital.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  there  is 
no  change  in  his  condition,  and  it  is  likely  to  be  a  long  time  before  he 
is  fully  recovered. 


4.  Representation.  The  Committee  was  represented  at  the 
quarterly  meetings  of  the  North  Midland  Accident  Prevention  Federa¬ 
tion,  the  General  Purposes  Committee  of  the  Federation,  and  at  the 
National  Road  Safety  Congress  held  in  Bournemouth.  The  Secretary 
has  also  attended  meetings  of  the  Junior  Accident  Prevention  Council. 

5.  Accident  Statistics.  In  1968  there  were  264,200  personal  injury 
accidents  on  the  roads  of  Great  Britain,  resulting  in  349,208  casualties, 
and  a  death  roll  of  6,810.  The  number  of  accidents  decreased  by  4-6% 
and  the  number  of  casualties  by  5-6%.  Deaths  decreased  by  7%.  It 
was,  however,  a  bad  year  for  accidents  to  children.  890  children  were 
killed  (5  more  than  the  previous  year),  serious  injuries  rose  by  511 
(3-4%). 


In  Long  Eaton  there  were  250  accidents  (190),  4  of  which  were 
fatal  (3),  122  involved  personal  injury  (121)  and  124  damage  only  (115). 
52  of  these  involved  dogs  (58).  (Figures  in  brackets  are  for  1967). 

6.  Campaigns.  During  the  year,  4  campaigns  were  organised, 
viz:  Children  &  Young  Persons,  Police  Road  Safety  Demonstrations, 
Watch  Your  Step  Campaign,  and  the  Christmas  Campaign. 

7.  Cycling  Proficiency  Scheme.  During  1968,  a  total  of  127 
school  children  were  trained  under  the  Cycling  Proficiency  Scheme, 
of  whom  92  were  successful  in  obtaining  national  certificates  and  badges. 
The  Committee’s  instructors  also  trained  and  tested  Cub  Scout  Packs 
in  Long  Eaton  and  District.  It  is  hoped  that  more  schools  will  under¬ 
take  their  own  training  programmes  during  the  current  year. 

8.  Cycle  Reliability  Trial.  Owing  to  the  holidays  and  the  difficulty 
of  obtaining  sufficient  marshalls,  this  had  to  be  held  in  August.  There 
were  43  enrolments  but  only  9  actually  entered  for  the  trial,  though  the 
weather  was  ideal.  A  new  course  was  selected  on  the  Petersham  Estate 
which  provided  a  variety  of  right  and  left  hand  turns  and  traffic  signs. 
Once  again  the  course  was  marshalled  by  members  of  the  Long  Eaton 
section  of  the  C.T.C.  who  also  acted  as  judges.  The  Committee  are 
greatly  indebted  to  them  for  their  willing  service.  The  Davis  Cup 
for  boys  was  awarded  to  Andrew  Dakin  of  Roper  School  with  98 
marks;  and  the  Beard  Cup  for  girls  to  Kathleen  Tomcsyk  of  Highfield 
Girls  School  with  93  marks.  Badges  and  certificates  were  awarded  to 
the  runners  up. 

9.  Junior  Accident  Prevention  Council.  The  Junior  Council 
continued  to  meet  each  month,  and  have  made  several  useful  sugges¬ 
tions  for  road  safety.  They  have  also  assisted  with  the  distribution  of 
propaganda  material  in  connection  with  the  road  safety  campaigns.  A 
successful  New  Year  Party  was  organised  by  the  members,  and  a  visit 
was  made  to  the  Fire  Station  which  was  very  informative. 


10.  Trophies  for  Schools.  1'he  Olive  Scraton  1  rophy  for  Junior 
Schools,  for  obtaining  the  highest  number  ol  passes  in  the  cycling 
proficiency  scheme,  was  awarded  to  Sawley  Junior  School.  The  Harold 
Wells  Trophy  for  Senior  Schools  was  not  awarded  as  no  training  took 
place  at  the  senior  schools  during  the  year. 


11.  Safe  Driving  Awards.  Several  firms  entered  their  drivers  in 
the  Safe  Driving  Competition  of  the  Royal  Society  for  the  Prevention 
of  Accidents,  and  during  the  year  presentations  were  made  to  drivers 
employed  by  the  Long  Eaton  U.D.C.,  Allied  Ironfounders  Ltd.,  and 
Elson  and  Robbins  Ltd. 


12.  Neo-Attractor  Sign.  The  sign  has  been  on  loan  to  the  Roper 
Secondary  School,  Highfield  Girls  School  and  the  Longmoor  Junior 
School.  It  is  available  for  loan  to  any  school  on  request. 


13.  Talks  and  Film  Shows.  I  gave  a  talk  on  road  safety  to  the 
Industrial  Life  Offices  Association  at  which  the  road  safety  film  “The 
Three  Candles”  was  also  shown.  A  set  of  film  strips  suitable  for  infant 
schools  was  purchased  bv  the  Committee  and  loaned  to  Wilmot  Street 
Infants  School  and  Wellington  Street  Infants  School.  A  flannelgraph 
has  also  been  purchased  for  the  use  of  schools,  and  is  available  on 
application. 


14.  Co-operation  with  Schools.  A  meeting  was  held  with  the 
Head  Teachers  Association  at  which  there  was  a  useful  exchange  of 
views,  and  as  a  result  co-operation  between  the  Committee  and  the 
schools  has  improved.  As  stated  above,  material  has  been  purchased 
for  use  by  schools  on  request,  and  more  schools  are  now  taking  part  in 
cycling  training.  Leaflets  and  booklets  have  been  supplied  to  schools 
in  connection  with  cycling  training  and  other  road  safety  projects. 

15.  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  Cadets.  During  the  year,  13 
St.  John  Ambulance  Cadets  were  tested  in  Road  Safety  knowledge, 
and  all  were  successful  in  passing  the  test. 


16.  British  Standard  Time.  The  introduction  of  British  Standard 
time  caused  some  problems  for  teachers,  children,  and  their  parents. 
The  Long  Eaton  U.D.C.  extended  street  lighting  for  half  an  hour 
each  morning  during  the  winter  months,  and  some  schools  started 
later  in  the  mornings.  Reflective  armbands  were  ordered  by  the 
Committee  but  received  somewhat  belatedly,  and  only  a  few  were  sold 
to  one  school.  It  B.S.T.  is  to  be  continued  this  winter,  it  is  essential 
that  orders  for  arm  bands  be  placed  before  November. 
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17.  Faulty  Cars.  The  Committee  submitted  the  following  resolu¬ 
tion  to  the  N.M.  Accident  Prevention  Federation:  “That  the  Federa¬ 
tion  be  requested  to  draw  the  attention  of  motor  car  manufacturers  to 
the  necessity  for  stricter  inspection  and  testing  of  cars  to  ensure  they 
are  free  from  defects  when  they  leave  the  production  line.”  This  was 
supported  by  the  Federation  and  sent  to  R.O.S.P.A.  Headquarters, 
who  were  of  the  opinion  that  the  present  system  of  inspection  and 
testing  was  capable  of  improvement,  and  they  had  therefore  sub¬ 
mitted  the  resolution  to  the  Society  of  Motor  Manufacturers  and 
Traders. 

18.  Residential  Course  for  R.S.O’s.  I  attended  a  week’s  course 
for  road  safety  officers  at  Scalby  in  Yorkshire.  This  was  organised 
by  R.O.S.P.A.  and  was  most  beneficial. 

19.  Matters  Dealt  With.  During  the  year,  several  matters  were 
considered  by  the  Committee,  including  Orchard  Street  Car  Park, 
Road  markings,  play  area,  speeding  on  the  Wilsthorpe  estate,  Breedon 
Street  Canal  Street  Junction,  pedestrian  crossings,  faulty  cars,  and 
child  cyclists,  and  the  Committee  record  their  appreciation  of  the 
co-operation  of  the  Surveyor  and  the  Highways  Committee  with 
regard  to  road  safety  suggestions  affecting  the  highways. 

20.  Expenditure.  The  total  expenditure  during  the  year  was 
£274. 

21.  Conclusion.  In  concluding  this  report  sincere  tribute  is 
paid  to  all  who  have  assisted  in  any  way  in  the  cause  of  road  safety.

'l'hc  principal  event  organised  bv  the  Long  Eaton  Home  Safety 
Committee  during  1968  was  the  holding  ol  a  Water  Saiety  Exhibition 
at  the  Public  Library.  The  exhibition  ran  for  lour  weeks  trom  15th 
June  to  14th  July  and  was  opened  by  Councillor  W.  G.  Camm,  J.P., 
Chairman  of  the  Council,  supported  by  Councillor  G.  1\  d  wells, 
Chairman  ol  the  Home  Safety  Committee.  The  exhibitors  included 
the  Royal  National  Lifeboat  Institution,  St.  John’s  Ambulance  Brigade, 
Derbyshire  County  Council  Health  Education  Service,  The  Notting¬ 
ham  W  ater  Safety  Committee  and  the  Long  Eaton  (  .D.C.  The 
exhibition  wras  well-attended  by  the  general  public  and  by  organised 
parties  of  school  children. 

The  St.  John’s  Ambulance  Brigade  organised  a  special  demonstra¬ 
tion  with  films  on  emergency  resuscitation  methods  in  conjunction 
with  the  exhibition. 

During  the  year  the  Committee  continued  to  press  for  the  adoption 
of  byelaws  to  control  the  leaving  of  plastic  bags  on  doorsteps  by  rag 
collectors  and  the  consequent  danger  to  children  if  they  placed  the 
bags  over  their  heads.  The  Committee  also  considered  the  danger  of 
electric  shock  if  cooking  tinfoil  came  into  contact  with  the  open  element 
of  electric  cookers  or  stoves.  The  Committee  decided  to  ask  the  North 
Midland  Area  Home  Safety  Group  to  approach  tinfoil  manufacturers 
with  a  view  to  the  warning  on  tinfoil  containers  being  printed  in  larger 
type.  The  Committee  also  approached  the  chemists  in  Long  Eaton 
asking  that  the  instructions  written  on  labels  of  medicine  bottles  and 
tablet  boxes  should  be  written  clearly  so  that  elderly  people  should 
not  experience  any  difficulty  in  interpreting  them. 

Another  matter  which  received  the  attention  of  the  Committee 
was  the  danger  of  strangulation  to  children  from  nylon  neck  cords 
attached  to  wooden  toggles  of  children’s  anoraks.  The  Committee 
agreed  to  support  representations  of  the  Derbyshire  Children’s  Hospital 
to  R.O.S.P.A.,  The  Home  Office  and  the  British  Standards  Institution 
to  make  a  suitable  adjustment  in  the  design  of  anoraks  worn  by  young 
children  by  pressing  for  the  toggles  to  be  removed  and  the  nylon  cord 
replaced  with  a  more  easily  breakable  material,  and  the  Committee 
received  an  assurance  from  these  bodies  that  new  designs  embodying 
the  Committee’s  suggestions  were  in  the  course  of  manufacture.  The 
Committee  also  organised  campaigns  with  posters  and  other  publicity 
material  regarding  the  dangers  to  children  from  the  mis-use  of  fire¬ 
works  and  to  the  dangers  of  fire  at  Christmas  through  hanging  decora¬ 
tions,  etc.  in  dangerous  positions. 

Representatives  of  the  Committee  attended  the  North  Midland 
No.  4  Area  Home  Safety  Group  quarterly  meetings  and  also  the 
National  Home  Safety  Conference  at  Southport;  and  became  affiliated 
to  the  Derbyshire  Eire  Protection  Association.

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WATER  SUPPLY 

I  am  indebted  to  the  South  Derbyshire  Water  Board  for  the 

following  information  relating  to  Water  Supply: 

(a)  The  water  supply  to  the  area  has  been  adequate  in  quantity  and 
generally  satisfactory  in  quality. 

(b)  Regular  examination  is  made  of  both  raw  and  treated  water.  A 
total  of  54  bacteriological,  4  chemical  and  49  partial  chemical 
samples,  were  taken  from  consumers’  premises  during  the  year. 
Of  the  bacteriological  samples,  4  indicated  the  presence  of  coli- 
forms.  Further  check  samples  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  The 
area  is  supplied  mainly  from  the  Drum  Hill  Reservoir,  where 
water  from  the  Board’s  Little  Eaton  Works  is  blended  with 
water  from  the  Derwent  Valley  Water  Board.  A  typical  analysis 
of  the  water  supplied  is  attached  hereto. 

(c)  None  of  the  water  supplied  to  consumers  is  liable  to  plumbo- 
solvent  action. 

(d)  All  water  is  chlorinated  before  being  passed  into  supply. 

(e)  The  average  fluoride  content  of  the  Derwent  Valley  water  is 
0-13  p.p.m.,  and  of  the  mixed  Little  Eaton  and  Derwent  Valley 
water,  is  approximately  0-50  p.p.m.

Public  Baths 

The  Open  Air  Swimming  Pool  at  Grange  Park,  Station  Road, 
opens  each  summer  from  the  middle  of  May  until  the  beginning  of 
September.  The  Pool  is  152  feet  long  by  51  feet  wide,  varying  in  dept 
from  3  feet  to  8  feet  6  inches,  with  a  capacity  of  249,000  gallons;  the 
water  is  filtered  and  chlorinated.

The  Swimming  Bath  is  used  by  Derbyshire  Schools  and  by  the 
Long  Eaton  Swimming  Club  who  have  exclusive  use  on  Tuesday 
evenings.  General  attendances  continue  to  decrease,  this  tendency 
appearing  to  be  inevitable  as  alternative  modern  indoor  pools  become 
available  in  neighbouring  areas. 


Sewage  Disposal 

The  extension  of  the  Council's  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Barton 
Lane,  Toton,  continued  during  the  year  with  the  construction  of  two 
new  humus  tanks.  Proposals  for  further  major  extensions  have  Been 
formulated  and  Tenders  are  about  to  be  invited. 


The  embargo  on  new  building  development  involving  additional 
sewage  flows  has  continued  during  the  year,  but  the  Council  hope 
that  with  the  operation  of  the  new  humus  tanks,  the  quality  ot  the 
final  effluent  as  discharged  into  the  River  Erewash  will  be  so  improved 
as  to  permit  the  resumed  granting  of  planning  permissions  for  minor 
in-filling  development  of  two  or  three  houses  on  small  sites.  The 
granting  of  planning  permissions  for  major  development  is  not  likely 
to  be  resumed  until  1971,  when  it  is  anticipated  the  major  extensions 
to  the  works  will  become  operational. 


The  erection  of  three  houses  for  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works 
staff  is  in  progress.  The  Sludge  Pressing  Plant  has  continued  to  work 
satisfactorily,  and  no  complaints  of  odour  nuisance  have  been  received. 
The  disposal  of  pressed  humus  cake  continues  to  be  a  problem,  and 
consideration  will  be  given  to  its  disposal  by  incineration. 


Sewerage 

Xo  significant  extensions  have  been  made  to  the  foul  sewerage 
system  which  is  now  operating  to  capacity  in  periods  of  normal  flows. 
Following  heavy  rainfall  and  infiltration  after  wet  weather  periods, 
some  sections  of  the  system  become  surcharged,  with  isolated  instances 
of  minor  backing  up  from  the  house  drains. 


It  will  shortly  become  essential  for  the  Council  to  augment  the 
capacity  of  the  existing  main  sewers,  including  the  outfall  sewer  to 
the  Sewage  Disposal  Works,  and  investigations  will  be  made  into  the 
most  satisfactory  and  economical  method  of  dealing  with  this  major 
problem,  the  solution  of  which  is  likely  to  involve  substantial  capital 
expenditure. 


Surface  Water  Drainage 

Further  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  on  extending  and 
modernising  the  surface  water  drainage  system. 


Phase  III  of  the  Sawley  Surface  Water  Drainage  Scheme  at  W bine 
Road  and  Arnold  Avenue  has  been  completed,  and  it  will  be  desirable 
to  carry  out  the  final  phase,  Northfield  Avenue  to  Wilmot  Street,  as 
soon  as  economic  considerations  permit.  A  section  of  Willow  Avenue 
Brook  has  been  piped  in.

Some  progress  has  been  made  with  the  New  Sawley  Brook 
Improvement  Scheme,  regrettably  in  the  upper  reaches  and  not  in  the 
lower  ones.  The  brook  has  now  been  culverted  upstream  of  Tamworth 
Road/Wilsthorpe  Road  junction,  and  the  drainage  of  Messrs.  Page 
Johnson  and  Messrs.  Wimpeys  Estates,  temporarily  accommodated. 
Nothing  has  yet  been  done  downstream  of  Tamworth  Road/Wilsthorpe 
Road,  where  the  absence  of  adequate  water  carrying  capacity  must 
continue  to  cause  anxiety  and  must  preclude  any  further  building 
development  in  that  area  until  the  Improvement  Scheme,  approved  in 
principle  by  the  Council  in  March  1966,  has  been  completed.  Flooding 
conditions  on  the  Golden  Brook  have  greatly  benefited  as  a  result  of 
the  operation  of  the  floodwater  reservoir  scheme  installed  by  South 
East  Derbyshire  Rural  District  Council  west  of  the  Motorway,  which 
restricts  the  flow  of  water  in  periods  following  heavy  rainfall  and  sub¬ 
sequently  releases  the  retained  water  at  a  controlled  rate.  Despite  this 
most  valuable  safeguard  against  the  flooding  of  the  lower  parts  of  the 
town,  parts  of  West  Park  continue  to  be  inundated  regularly  and  the 
necessity  for  brookcourse  improvements,  particularly  between  Tam¬ 
worth  Road  and  Meadow  Lane,  remains.

At  first  sight  it  looks  like  an  average  year,  although  one  remembers 
it  as  a  very  dull  vear,  particularly  during  the  last  five  months.  Whilst 
the  rainfall  is  very  close  to  the  ten  year  average,  I  think  it  is  worth 
noting  that  there  was  some  rain  on  two  days  out  of  every  three  during 
the  year.  That  means,  of  course,  that  particularly  during  the  latter 
halt  of  the  year,  nothing  ever  dried.

REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  FOR  1968 


To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  The  Long  Eaton  Urban 
District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  second  Annual  Report  on  the 
work  of  the  Department  during  1968. 

Housing 

During  the  year  1968,  208  dwellings  were  let  as  follows:  20  for 
rehousing  tenants  from  condemned  property,  16  to  emergency  cases, 
32  to  sub-tenants  in  rotation  after  waiting  approximately  three  years, 
6  to  tenants  with  families  of  mixed  sexes  and  occupying  two  bedroomed 
houses,  44  to  tenants  allowed  to  transfer  from  one  council  house  to 
another,  3  to  council  employees,  and  87  bungalows  and  flats  to  old 
age  pensioners. 

During  the  same  period  241  housing  applications  and  74  applica¬ 
tions  for  old  persons  bungalows  were  received. 

The  total  council  housing  accommodation  was  increased  during 
the  year  by  the  additional  29  elderly  persons’  bed-sitting  flatlets  at 
Romorantin  Place  and  the  51  one-bedroom  flats  at  Ennerdale,  Peter¬ 
sham  and  Erewash  Couits. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  future  of  refuse  disposal  within  the  town  continues  to  pose  a 
problem  and  talks  continued,  at  officer  level,  with  our  neighbouring 
authority  and  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  on  the 
possibility  of  a  joint  refuse  incinerator  at  a  Toton  site. 

A  fourth  compression-type  continuous  loading  refuse  vehicle 
was  delivered  to  complete  the  fleet  for  domestic  refuse  collection. 

The  Municipal  Dustbin  Replacement  Scheme  was  introduced  in 
April  thus  implementing  one  of  the  recommendations  of  the  Working 
Party  on  Refuse  Storage  and  Collection.  The  scheme  is  completely 
rate-borne  and  ensures  a  standard  form  of  receptacle  with  the  mini¬ 
mum  amount  of  administration  and  accounting  work. 

The  problem  of  engaging  a  good  labour  force  persists  and  although 
there  is  a  hard-core  of  reliable  workmen  who  turn  up  regularly  for 
work,  there  is  an  element  of  casual  labour,  with  its  high  turnover, 
which  makes  the  task  of  organising  the  work  extremely  difficult  and 
the  maintenance  of  a  seven  day  collection  often  hazardous.

During  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1969,  the  charges  for  the 
collection  of  Trade  Refuse  and  tipping,  etc.,  realised  ,£3,114  and  the 
value  of  the  materials  salvaged  was  ,£6,174. 

The  Cleansing  Department  disposes  of  refuse  free  of  cost  from 
the  Highways,  Markets,  Cemetery  and  other  Departments  of  the 
Council;  from  other  firms  on  payment  of  3/-  per  load. 

The  number  of  premises  from  which  regular  collection  of  refuse 
was  made  was  14,250. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Beeston  and  Stapleford  U.D.C.  your 
Council  collects  and  disposes  of  refuse  from  15  houses  in  that  district 
at  an  annual  charge  of  £22  10s.  Od. 

The  Shardlow  R.D.C.  collect  nightsoil  and  house  refuse  from 
two  cottages  and  a  house  near  Sandiacre  Lock  at  a  cost  of  ,£1  10s.  Od. 
per  house,  per  annum.
